Present State of Agriculture. 


There is, however, and Mr. Hogan must 
be well aware of this, little in the present 
state of the Irish agricultural industry on 
which the nation can well congratulate 
itself. The best that can be said for it is 
that it still provides maintenance for a very 
large body of very hard-worked people who, 
it poor by all reasonable standards, have a 

, if not exactly an assured, livelihood, 
and that, by their industry and thrift, the 
farmers of this country find from two-thirds 
to three-fourths of its wealth under condi- 
tions which, if not exactly unforbidding, are 
usually unattractive! Herein, and in the 
farmers’ isolation from each other and from 
many of the amenities which even a poorer 
class living in the cities regard as necessities 
(modern lighting, heating and sanitation, for 
instance), lies a danger which is the more 
serious because it does not come directly into 
line with such questions of process and 
method in regard to the business of farming 
a: is the province of a Government working 
on modern lines to study and, where prac- 
ticable to cope with, through administrative 
bedies such as our own Department of Agri- 
culture. No doubt, some of these matters 
will adjust themselves. Indeed, so far as 
lighting and beating are concerned, though 
we have placed these as being outside the 
scoj e of a Minister for Agriculture, they may 
be satisfactorily adjusted in time by the 
adoption of a suitable power scheme for the 
national intervention or private enterprise. 
Moreover, it is not too much to hope that 
some of the acuter results of isolation may be 
overcome by a judicious use of broadcasting 
so soon as we have an Irish broadcasting 
station. Even in advance of this, indeed, we 
know of farmers in remote districts who link 
themselves up with the outer world’s sayings 
and singings by wireless. These develop- 
ments will, of course, take a little time, but 
when they come farming will not remain the 
unattractive calling which many of the 
younger and more enterprising elements in 
our population find it to-day.

Valaes of Foods. 


If the cow is giving two or more gallons 
of milk an extra 3 units would 
be required for each gallon yielded. This 
could be supplied by more roots and hay 
until the point was reached, at which the 
ration became too bulky. The rest then 
must be supplied by conc: .trated foods. 

In referring to Fjords’ system, I qualified 
my remark as to the equivalence of certain 
quantities of different foods b saying that they 
were equivalent so long as they formed part of a 
judicious ration. Let us here consider some 
2 the conditions that such a ration must con- 
orm to. 

(1) The ration must be palatable, otherwise 
the cow will not consume as much as she can 
make use of. (2) It must be of sufficient bulk, 
because appetite is satisfied by bulk rather 
than by nourishment. (3) The bulk must not 
exceed, roughly, 25lbs. of d matter per 
1.000lbs. live weight of the animal, otherwise 
the digestive effort becomes too great. (4) 
The food must be neither too laxative nor too 
constipating, otherwise waste occurs eithehb i 
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On some farms in dry situations ploughing 
operations have already commenced. Where 
early ploughing is carried out the soil has a 
chance of being reduced to a be degree of 
fineness for the seed bed. Other things being 
egual, this gives the seed a favourable start, 
and a satisfactory crop may be looked for- 
ward to. In dealing with this matter a 
question that often crops up is: What is the 
best t of plough? In reply, it. may be 
said that no universal plough has yet been 
found which will suit the varying conditions 
of soil and climate.

MR. CHURCHILL IN PARIS,

Mr. Churchill is hard at work in Paris 
and his efforts are being watched wits 
keen interest on this side. He has beer 
so much in the limelight that it comes 

as a surprise to learn that this is, 
perhaps, the first time that he has been 
called upon to exercise his undoubted gifts 
in diplomacy of an international 
character. During the war Ministers 
were constantly rushing to and from con- 
ferences, but Mr. Churchill nearly always 
remained at home. He has, however, one 
at advantage that other of our 
inisters lack; for he knows, and has 
fought in, many areas such as the Indian 
frontier, Egypt, South Africa and France. 
There is also the famous visit to Antwerp, 
when he crossed the North Sea to hearten 
up the Belgians, who were becoming ex- 


1 tremely depressed. At the head of the 


naval divisions he did his utmost to stave 
off the German advance, but it was too 
late. Now he has the opportunity of dis- 
playing less martial qualities, and those 
of such a character that they will add to, 
or detract from, his reputation without 
delay. 

Mr. Aeqaith’s Return. 


Mr. Asquith is on his way home from 
Egypt, and is expected to arrive in London 
next week. He has no intention of going 
to the House of Lords or of retiring from 
the leadership of the Liberal Party. and 
immediately on his return he will go 
thoroughly into the report of the inquiry 
into Liberal organisation, which will be 
presented to the Liberal Convention, to be 
held in London at the end of the month. 

The Liberal programme to be submitted 
to the Convention is g long, and not par- 
ticularly interesting, one; for it embodies 
Free Trade and opposition to Imperial 
Preference, radical reform of the existing 
land system, legislation to prevent trusts, 
provision of widows’ and orphans’ pensions 
and old age pensions at sixty-five, effective 
system of secondary training for all 
children between eleven and fifteen, with 
maintenance allowance where necessary, 
local option and proportional representa- 
tion. These are the main points, and they 
will not appeal greatly to the workless and 
the houseless. The present Government is 
busily engaged in cdénstructing a scheme 
for widows’ pensions and old age pensions 
at sixty-five, and probably will bring it 
into operation long before the Liberals 
ever have a chance to prove effective in 
the House of Commons. 


The Test Match. 


The great Test match at Melbourne drags 
its almost weary length along, but there 
seems to be just a chance of the British 
players pulling off a victory. The four 
men still to be got out are all good. It 
is recalled to-day that Sutcliffe has made 
history by hitting up a hundred in each 
innings. Warren Bardsley made 136 and 
150 at Kennington Oval in August, 1909. 
and Russell, of Essex, compiled 140 and 
111 against South Africa at Durban in 
February, 1923, but this is the first 
occasion on which any Englishman has 
been so successful against Australia. Wa 
have had to wait until the 106th match 
before such an achievement is placed to 
the credit of the old country. 


St. Paul’s. 


The Lord Mayor of London, who is 3 
Roman Catholic, is deeply concerned about 
the condition of St. Paul’s Cathedral, and 
is of the opinion that whatever work is 
necessary to preserve the building should 
be undertaken without delay. He thinks 
that there is no sense in leaving the ques- 
tion over and discussing it for the next 
fifteen or twenty years. This is a view 

merally held; for the Cathedral is very 

to the Londoner, and the mere pro- 
posal that the dome might have to be ~e- 
moved fills him with horror. Canon 
Alexander, who is the director of the 
Cathedral, stated this afternoon that the 
Chapter were considering the whole busi- 
ness, and that no statement could be made. 


A National Danger. 


The dangerous state of the Cathedral, 
however, is no new thing for London, since 
old St. Paul’s, before the Great Fire of 
London, was in such a serious condition 
that eminent architects thought that if 
should be reconstructed, and some of 
Wren's designs are believed to have pre- 
ceded the fire and were intended to show 
how the old building could be strengthened 
and pulled together. So once again the 
citizens of London are back to a situation 
which confronted Charles II. and his 
people regarding a great national 
possession. It is the fact that St. Paul's 
is so regarded which may result in the 
matter being discussed in the House of 
Commons, and there can be no doubt that 
there would be little or no objection to a 
Bill which would propose that the State 
should take the responsibility of maintain- 
ing the Cathedral and keeping it in repair. 


Steel Houses. 


Every one of the twenty-five local 
authorities represented at the Ministry of 
Health Conference to consider the con: 


build two houses for experimental and 
inspection purposes, and there will shortly 
be fifty examples of this form of dwelling 
open to the inspection of the inhabitants 
in many parts of the country. It is est)- 
mated that the cost of every structure, when 
built singly, will amount to £450, a figure 
which would be considerably reduced if 
a number were built in the same locality. 
The contribution from the Government 
has been fixed at £200 for every one of the 


inspection of all who desire to see them 
for a period of not less than one month. 
By this means the Ministry of Health 
will become possessed of the actual views 
of prospective tenants, and, if steel houses 
meet the public demand, steps will be 
taken to provide them without delay. 


Parliamentary Waiters. 


Very little has been heard yet of Miss 
Ellen Wilkinson, the Socialist member 
of the House of Commons; but she 
threatens to make her presence felt when 
Parliament meets adhin. She has taken 
u the cause oí the waiters and waitresses, 
who minister largely to the comfort of 
the members when the House is sitting, 
receiving the ordinary rate of wages, but 
are turned adrift to fend for themselves 
when there is a recess. This is a scandal 
which has long been! existent, and succes- 
sive Governments have promised to adjust 
the matter, but nothing has been done. 
Many of the workers find it impossible 
to obtain temporary work during the 
recess, because they are unable to make 
definite arrangements. 


The Timbactoo Scheme. 


The intended motor journey to Tim- 
buctoo across the Sahara has been given 
up almost as soon as it was proposed ; 
for it is announced from Paris to-day that 
M. André Citroen has decided to abandon 
the scheme. The King of the Belgians 
had intended to travel by the proposed 
route, but had to give up the idea when 
it became known that groups of rebel 
tribesmen were preparing to attack any 
motor convoys that might venture into the 
desert.

COMMUNIST ORGANISER’S 
ALLEGED THREATS. 


STRANGE STORY IN 
NEWCASTLE COURT.

When Percy Gibson, who is ~described 
@s an industrial organiser for the Com- 
munist Party, was charged at Newcastle 
yesterday with having been in possession 
of explosives in circumstances which gave 
rise to the suspicion that he did not 
them for a reasonable purpose, 
two witnesses spoke of threats which they 
heard him make to blow up the Town 
Hail and the Power Station, and cut off 
the water supply. 

He was remanded until to-day, when it 
is possible that other charges may be pre- 
ferred against him. 

John Thomas Shutt, an unemployed man, 
who made the aquaintance of Gibson at 
unemployed meetings which he attended, 
gave details of his association with Gibson 
just before his arrest. He described his visit 
to a basement room in Newcastle, which 
Gibson had said was a secret meeting place 
of the Communist Party, and stated that on 
December 10th Gibson spoke about blowing 
up the power station at night, and the plung- 
ing of the city into darkness. Later Gibson, 
the witness, and a man named Lewis went 
to a house in Westgate road, where Gibson 
wanted to see the Treasurer of the Communist 
Party about some money. In the evening 
Gibson again met the two men. He was 
carrying a parcel, and when asked the con- 
tents said that it was carbide. “‘I said that 
is no use, proceeded the witness, whereupon 
Gibson said: “ No, it is gunpowder, man.” 
He also stated that there was a smal] bomb 
in the parcel. Shutt, who previously haa 
heen interviewed by the police detectives, 
had possession of the parcel while Gibson 
was away for a period, and he took it to the 
police station. Later they met Gibson and 
they proceeded to the quay-side, where Gibson 
said that he was going to fix the explosives. 
He was arrestéd by detectives. 

Albert Edward Lewis stated that he first 
met Gibson on December 8th, and the prisoner 
spoke about blowing up the power station. 
Gibson said: I will carry it out if you will 
help me.” He also declared that he had 
gunpowder in the house, and that he would 
cet a lot of money from the Communist 
Party if he did the job, The accused said 
that if they could stop the water supply bis 
party could go into the country and seil 
water at a shilling a pail. The witness 
thought that Gibson had gone off his head 
until he saw the literature in the secret 
meeting room. When the three met on the 
ouay-side. the witness added, 3ibson told 
him that he had the stuff and must do some- 
thing desperate to get rid of it as his wife 
was very nervous. ' 

The accused in court protested that he did 
not have the explosives for any unlawful 
purpose, and said that he would rather go 
for trial and would reserve his defence. 

The prosecuting golicitor said that probably 
other charges woulg be preferred, and the 
case was adjourned until to-day.

Hobbs asked him 
to take the cheque and to open a bank account 
with it, but he refhsed point-blank to do so, 
He never signed the name C. Robinson ón 
the cheque, and he did not sign the cheques 
that were used to withdraw the money from 
the bank. 

Hobbs opened the account and said that he 
would have it cleared specially—a course 
which witness thought was very foolish, as it 
would draw attention to the matter. He 
travelled to Paris with Hobbs, who said that 
he intended to open thres new banking ac- 
counts there. “ I endeavoured to prevent him 
2 2 = a thing,” added Newton, 
““and he han me my share—approxi ] 
£40,000 in French bonds.”’ an 

When they returned from Paris there was a 
meeting at Hobbs's office. Hobbs, Arthur, 
Robinson, Mrs. Robinson and witness were 
there. Hobbs produced £21,000 in notes, and 
everybody received £4,000, with the exception 
of Arthur, who was given a larger sum—about 
£5,000. Robinson was given Mrs. Bevan’s 
money. Witness got his share in £5 notes and 
lodged it in Coutts’s Bank, where he had an 
account in the name of Timothy C. Mason. 

Newton added that the only time he used 
the name Robinson was when Arthur sug- 
gested that he might need a passport in that 
name in order to visit India in case the second 
cheque for £150,000 was paid—the cheque 
which Hobbs had pretended to destroy.

IDEALS IN EDUCATION. 


It is one of the greatest curses of to-day 
that some modern theorists think you should 
not teach anything if you cannot téach it 
thoroughly, said Mr. W. W. Vaughan, Head- 
master of.
